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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 31 August 2006 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's statements regarding the combination of Cassini '174 and 
Tomlinson '365, the Examiner notes the Final Rejection does not state that it would have been 
obvious to "substitute a detachable, rotatable coupler as taught by Tomlinson'365 with the 
attachment means shown by Cassini '174" as incorrectly stated on page 1 at lines 16 through 17 
of the Remarks filed 31 August 2006. In the first fiiU paragraph on page 5 of the Final Rejection 
mailed 31 May 2006, the rejections reads "With specific regard to claims 1, 15, 16, 30 and 31, it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to substitute a detachable, rotatable coupler as taught by Tomlinson '365 for the 
attachment means shown by Cassini '174. The motivation would have been for ease of 
positioning of the armrests during use." With fiirther regard to Applicant' s arguments, the 
Examiner contends that one having ordinary skill in the art of couplers would know to place the 
rotatable couplers in a position to facilitate motion of the armrests in a desired direction. 
Therefore, if the attachment means positioned on the sides of the backrest shown by Cassini '174 
were replaced with the rotatable couplers disclosed by Tomlinson '365, they would necessarily 
protrude fi-om the sides of the modified backrest to permit rotation in a direction along the side 
edges of the backrest. The Examiner fiirther notes that the rotatable coupler shown by 
Tomlinson '365 was substituted for all of the attachment means (i.e., the snaps) of Cassini '174. 

In response to Applicant's statements regarding claims 15 and 30, the Examiner notes 
that the claims do not require an axle to run through the bottom portion of the backrest but 
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"through a bottom portion of the backrest." Specifically, the claim limitation is met by the 
protruding coupler shown by Tomlinson '365.
